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SCHOOL REPORT. 


We are glad to report, upon the whole, a fairly suc- 
cessful school year. While we have had very little trouble 
in securing teachers, our difficulty has been in getting those 
who wished to remain very long, owing to the limited 
number of school weeks, and consequently a smaller salary 
than in larger places. 

A change of teachers almost every term cannot but be 
detrimental to efficient work, and the problem that faces 
us is how to persuade teachers to remain, provided we 
think them capable workers. We have been particularly 
careful with our funds, hoping to see our way clear in the 
near future to purchase some new maps, two globes, and 
a teacher’s desk for District No. 1. Somehow a desk 
propped up with bricks does not add to the attractiveness 
nor service of a schoolroom. 


NELSON CENTER SCHOOL. 


The spring term was taught by Miss Agnes Donald of 
Clinton, Mass., who came to us from the Fitchburg Nor- 
mal school and recommended by the principal. We believe 
Miss Donald would do better work in a graded school, 
her forte evidently was not with beginners.
